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Is Swansea dragging down 
Bridgend’s ‘flagship’ hospital? 


THREAT TO 
SERVICES AS 
TRUST FACES 
£30m DEFICIT 


ANOTHER GEM EXCLUSIVE 


FEARS are mounting 
that hospital services in 
Bridgend will be cut - 
because of a potential 
£30m deficit facing the 
newly-formed Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg NHS 
Trust. 

In a statement to The GEM, 
finance director Eifion Williams 
said that in order to break even 
by the end of the financial year, 
the trust will have to find savings 
of £30m. 

He said that these savings 
were needed to bridge the gap 
between the funding received 
from the Assembly, and the cost 
of pay increases to staff, plus 
rises in the costs of the materials 
purchased during the year. 

The trust serves a huge popu¬ 
lation, stretching from the west¬ 
ern Vale across to Swansea and 
beyond. 

It was formed two years ago 
when the former Bro 
Morgannwg Trust, which cov¬ 
ered Bridgend and Neath Port 
Talbot, was merged with the 
Swansea Trust. 

It was hoped that there would 
be economies of scale and cuts 
in management posts. 

Mr Williams said that the trust 
is also required to invest addi¬ 
tional money to reduce waiting 
times for treatment, in order to 
hit government targets. 

Mr Williams said that all 
departments were now looking at 
ways of trying to deliver services 
differently within the funding 
available, but still providing 
appropriate services to patients. 

A new health board will be 
replacing the trust on October 1, 
and it will also incorporate the 
local health boards for Bridgend, 
Neath Port Talbot and Swansea. 
Mr Williams said it will have to 
carry on with the same financial 
objectives. 

He added: “There is a very big 
challenge facing the new health 
board, and because there is no 
scope for the money to be pro¬ 
vided by anyone else, the need to 
deliver the savings will not go 
away but must be tackled sensi¬ 
bly and sensitively.” 

The trust has denied that 
patient services will suffer and 
has stated that it is committed to 
providing safe, quality services. 

However, financial pressures 
and the requirements of the 
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European Working Time direc¬ 
tive, which limits the number of 
hours staff can work, means the 
trust has to review all its services 
to ensure that they are cost effec¬ 
tive and clinically safe. 

Now, a former health board 
member has expressed concern 
about what’s happening. 

Coun David Deere of 
Porthcawl is the former vice- 
chairman of the old Iechyd 
Morgannwg Area Health 
Authority, and was later vice- 
chairman of the Bridgend Local 
Health Board. 

In all, he was involved in 
health administration for 15 
years, until a serious illness 
forced him to quit two years ago. 

He said: “What concerns me 
is that Bridgend is suffering 
because of the forced marriage 
between the Bro Morgannwg and 
Swansea Trusts to create 
Abertawe Bro Morgannwg. 

“Bro Morgannwg, under chief 
executive Paul Williams, was 
seen as the flagship trust for 
Wales. It never exceeded its 
budget and was never overspent. 

“However, the old Morriston 
Trust was always in the red, and 
I remember that they were con¬ 
stantly putting together rescue 
plans which never worked.” 

He continued: “The fact is 
that the two trusts were forced 
into a merger by the Welsh 
Assembly Government and it has 
been to the detriment of patients 
and staff at hospitals at the 
Bridgend end. 

“Resources are being diverted 
to bail out the Swansea hospi¬ 
tals.” 

Mr Deere said that the trust 
was trying to save £30m over the 
next six months. 

He emphasised: “That’s the 
equivalent of £60m in a full 
financial year. I know there will 
be some savings by doing away 
with the local health boards, but 
I have concerns that patient serv¬ 
ices are bound to suffer. 

“That’s a lot of money to find. 
I do not believe that these sav¬ 
ings can be achieved without 
impinging on patient care and 
services.” 

Mr Deere said that the 
Princess of Wales Hospital was 
likely to be the biggest casualty 
as cuts were spread across the 


board. Fears have also been 
expressed by health unions that 
the trust could axe 500 jobs, but 
this has been denied by the trust. 

At the moment, the trust has 
more than 70 vacant posts for 
doctors within its hospitals, but 
says it is attempting to fill them. 

Nurses are also complaining 
that their numbers are being 
reduced as people leave and are 
not replaced - but this has also 
been denied. 

A staff nurse at the Princess of 
Wales hospital, who does not 
want to be named, said that there 
had been “riots” when attempts 
were made to reduce the number 
of nurses by four on Ward 7. 

She said: “Morale is low, 
because staff in Bridgend believe 
that we are being penalised 
because of the financial difficul¬ 
ties at the Swansea end. 

“We are under more and more 
pressure, with people not being 
replaced and others off on the 
sick.” 

The Trust employs 16,000 staff 
and has a budget of £800million. 

Body in car 
- driver 
pleads 
‘not guilty’ 

A NIGHTCLUB doorman 
who drove his young girl¬ 
friend’s body to Porthcawl 
Police Station, has denied 
murdering her. 

Philip Packer, 49, has plead¬ 
ed not guilty to the murder of 
shopworker Jenna Thomas, 21, 
at Porthcawl in June. 

Jenna was found dead in the 
front seat of Packer’s 
Volkswagen Bora car parked 
outside Porthcawl Police 
Station. 

Doorman Mr Packer and 
shop assistant Jenna had for¬ 
merly lived together in the sea¬ 
side town. 

Packer appeared in Cardiff 
Crown Court on Tuesday 
(September 8) and pleaded not 
guilty to her murder. 

Packer, of The Esplanade, 
Porthcawl, was remanded and 
will face trial on January 12 
next year. 

He worked as a doorman at 
clubs in Porthcawl and Jenna 
was an assistant at children’s 
clothes shop Holkat.

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No substance to a UK conspiracy 
over release of Lockerbie bomber 


M any of you 
will have 
read in the 
past few days of the 
al-Megrahi case in 
Scotland involving 
the convicted 
Lockerbie bomber 
who was released to 
go back to Libya, 
after being diag¬ 
nosed with a termi¬ 
nal illness. 

Much has been 
written about the case 
by people with no 
understanding of the 
legal system in the 
UK, and this week I 
thought I would pro¬ 
vide readers with 
background on it. 

Scots law is differ¬ 
ent from that of 
England and Wales. 
The Scottish criminal 
legal system is inde¬ 
pendent of London, 
and there is no right 


of appeal to the House 
of Lords on a crimi¬ 
nal case. 

When Scotland 
joined what became 
the UK in 1707, one 
of the conditions of 
joining was that it 
kept its own law and 
legal system. 

This means that 
although, for exam¬ 
ple, Wales and 
Scotland are part of 
the UK, for the pur¬ 
poses of criminal law 
they may as well be 
separate countries. 

The courts of Wales 
have no jurisdiction 
in Scotland and vice 
versa. 

When the Scottish 
Parliament was set up 
in 1997, it made sense 
then to give it respon¬ 
sibility for Scotland’s 
legal system. It has 
responsibility for the 
courts, sentencing, 


prisoner release, pris¬ 
ons and police. 

Since 1997, there 
has been a Justice 
Minister in Scotland 
who has held respon¬ 
sibility for the system. 

Let’s turn to the al- 
Megrahi case. 

The Pan Am plane 
that was blown up by 
him exploded over 
Lockerbie in 
Scotland. On that 
basis, it was the 
Scottish courts that 
had jurisdiction over 
the crime. 

Al-Megrahi was 
convicted by a 
Scottish court sitting 
in the Netherlands 
and was then taken to 
serve his life sentence 
in a Scottish jail. 

Any decision to 
release him was with¬ 
in the power of a 
Scottish Minister and 
not anyone at 


Westminster. 

When prisoners 
serving life sentences 
are being considered 
for release, there has 
to be in place a set of 
criteria that a 
Minister can refer to 
when making a deci¬ 
sion on whether to 
release anyone. 

The worst system 
you can have is one 
where decisions are 
taken on a whim. 
That’s not fair on 
prisoners applying for 
release, or on the gen¬ 
eral public who 
expect their politi¬ 
cians to take rational 
decisions. 

Once you have 
those criteria in place, 
it becomes difficult to 
take a decision that 
isn’t based on them. 

It would be very diffi¬ 
cult for a Minister to 
decide simply to 


ignore his or her own 
criteria because it 
suited them. 

The decision to 
release al-Megrahi 
was taken by Kenny 
Macaskill, Scotland’s 
Justice Minister, and 
a Scottish Nationalist. 
UK ministers had no 
powers to intervene. 

Yet there seem to 
be some who are keen 
on the conspiracy the¬ 
ory that Gordon 
Brown somehow 
instructed the Scottish 
Government to 
release al-Megrahi, 
and so this is all the 
fault of the UK 
Labour Government. 

Let’s examine that 
claim - that a 
Labour Prime 
Minister told a 
Scottish nationalist 
Minister what to do 
and that Nationalist 
Minister obeyed?

K eeping the 

Defence 
Training 
College develop¬ 
ment within the St 
Athan site bound¬ 
ary (‘ within the 
wire’) is quite feasi¬ 
ble - but WAG’s 
grand plans and 
land purchases 
were based on win¬ 
ning both Packages 
One and Two. 

Once Package Two 
was dropped and 
Package One scaled 
down to 2,500 on-site 
trainees (max), WAG 
could have omitted the 
peripheral road and 
avoided developing the 
western green fields. 

Yet the WAG plan¬ 
ners at the ‘consultative’ 
exhibitions showed 
themselves wedded to 
the grander scheme and 
to spending an extra 
£10-20 million of public 
money. They refused to 
consider restricting 
development to within 
the wire, using the short 
access at West Camp as 
Ann Barnaby and STAG 


propose (GEM letter, 
August 27.). 

Under Environmental 
Impact Assessment law, 
the Vale Council plan¬ 
ners could have required 
them to supply full 
information on this 
option. But Gordon 
Kemp’s welcome to the 
applications as council 
leader effectively told 
them to make the ride 
easy. 

The substantial hous¬ 
ing and road develop¬ 
ments outside the wire 
are a serious departure 
from the existing devel¬ 
opment plan (UDP) and 
could be said to “signifi¬ 
cantly prejudice” the 
UDP by reason of scale, 
nature or location. 

WAG could, there¬ 
fore, call it in for a pub¬ 
lic inquiry, but being 
developers could hardly 
decide this fairly. 

By rights, the Vale 
Council might defer a 
decision pending the 
new development plan 
(LDP) passing through 
its consultation and 
inquiry processes. 

Seeing a decision is 
more urgent, the public 


are entitled to have this 
major departure called 
in for public inquiry 
under the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

Certainly, one can 
argue “planning issues 
of more than local 
importance”, with possi¬ 
ble “wide effects” and 
“substantial controver¬ 
sy” beyond the immedi¬ 
ate locality and even 
“issues of national secu¬ 
rity”. 

These are all points in 
the official Planning 


Policy Wales. 

There’s a challenge to 
people who are undecid¬ 
ed or support the 
Training College in 
principle - would you 
also in fairness support 
the right for objectors 
and alternatives to be 
heard at a public inquiry 
under the planning 
inspectorate?

A Maesteg woman’s horse show has 
raised £1,600 for the Maxilliofacial 
department at Morriston Hospital. 

Susan Alldridge, of Park Street, organised the 
event at Pencoed College in gratitude for the work 
done by surgeons at the hospital to rebuild her face. 

Susan, 26, was kicked in the face by a young 
horse and suffered serious injuries, including a 
shattered jaw and broken facial bones which almost 
resulted in her losing an eye, and loss of teeth. 

The team at Morriston created a model of her 
face and then carried out a 14-hour operation to 
rebuild it. 

They managed to save her eye and her sight. She 
has been left with a little scarring, but will undergo 
further surgery next year. 

“It is a year since the accident and I am still hav¬ 
ing treatment,” she said. “I need another bone graft 
and will also have teeth implants.” 

Susan remains a horse lover despite the accident 
and owns three of her own. 

She is grateful to everyone who supported the 
event and raised this money. 

“It was a great day and drew a lot of people in,” 
she said. “I intend to do some more fundraising for 
the department in future.”

Hywel Teifi Edwards 
himself takes viewers on 
a journey through his 
life. He shares his child¬ 
hood memories, traces 
his life and career, and 
regrets those things now 
lost for ever. Above all, 
he emphasises the 
importance of telling a 
nation’s story to its peo¬ 
ple. 

The programme 
reveals the complexities 
of this larger-than-life 
character, while also 
inviting those who know 
him well to share their 
stories about a passion¬ 
ate man who has wowed 
audiences across Wales 


with his inspiring lec¬ 
tures and engaging wit. 

Among the pro¬ 
gramme’s contributors is 
presenter Nia Parry, who 
was a student of his at 
Swansea University. 
“What I remember is his 
presence, his charisma 
and his aura,” she says. 

Hywel Teifi recalls 
his childhood home, the 
village of Aberarth, 
between Aberystwyth 
and Cardigan in 
Ceredigion. Its beautiful 
beach was an integral 
part of his happy child¬ 
hood. 

This is where he used 
to walk for hours, learn¬ 
ing and reciting the poet¬ 
ry of Welsh greats such 
as T Gwynn Jones, 
Gwenallt and TH Parry 
Williams. 

Hywel Teifi went on 
to study at Aberystwyth 
University where at first 
he longed for home, but 
things settled down 
when he joined the col¬ 
lege football team. 

After graduating, he 
taught at Blaengarw near 
Bridgend, before marry¬ 
ing Aerona at 
Blaengarw’s Tabemacl 
Chapel in 1960. 

The couple had two 


children, Huw, the well- 
known news anchor, and 
Meinir, who pursued a 
successful career in can¬ 
cer nursing research. 

The family moved to 
the village of 
Llangennech, 
Carmarthenshire, when 
Hywel Teifi accepted a 
post with the extra mural 
department of Swansea 
University. He later 
became Professor of 
Welsh at Swansea. 

“I’m a village man,” 
says Hywel Teifi. “The 
village used to be a very 
lively place, but so much 
has changed. Creating 
that community spirit is 


by now a bit of a chal¬ 
lenge.” 

As well as visiting 
places in Wales which 
have been important in 
his life and career, 
Hywel also realises a 
personal dream in the 
programme. 

For the first time, he 
visits two places which 
are iconic in his view. 

They are London’s 
Albert Hall, where he 
enjoys the company of 
Anglesey tenor, Gwyn 
Hughes Jones, and the 
Emirates Stadium, home 
of Arsenal football club, 
a side he has supported 
for 60 years.

Bridgend children’s charity 
campaign leader sends 
out an urgent call for help 


OPERATION 
Christmas Child has 
launched its annual 
appeal in Bridgend 
with a call to individ¬ 
uals and communi¬ 
ties to support its 
work for vulnerable 
children. 

“Our concern for this 
Christmas is that people, 
naturally, are worried by 
the recession and that they 
might be undecided about 
donating a shoebox in 
2009,” said Ted Bird, area 
co-ordinator of Operation 
Christmas Child. 

The initiative sends 
shoeboxes filled with gifts 
to children living in very 
difficult conditions in sev¬ 
eral countries. In 2008, a 
total of 2,900 shoeboxes 
full of presents were 
donated by individuals 
and groups across the 
area, including Pencoed, 
Maesteg, Porthcawl and 
Bridgend. 

The gift-filled boxes 


were checked at the chari¬ 
ty’s warehouse in Cardiff 
before being transported 
to Belarus, Kosovo, 
Serbia and Ukraine. 

“Circumstances are 
worrying for many people 
in this country at present, 
but it is an awful lot worse 
for the vulnerable children 
and orphans we seek to 
support. 

“Many are abandoned 
by their parents or have 
been removed from abu¬ 
sive situations by the 
authorities, are ill, or are 
living in poverty or 
squalid conditions with 
their families, conditions 
that have worsened signif¬ 
icantly during the global 
recession,” Mr Bird 
reported. 

“Last year it was 
revealed that the average 
spend in the UK on gifts at 
Christmas, per person, 
was £359. If everyone 
gave just a tiny portion of 
that sum to put together a 
gift-filled shoebox, we 
would have a fantastic gift 


for a child who may well 
receive nothing at all if we 
cannot get them a shoe- 
box. 

“It’s important to 
understand that we also 
help these children and 
their families - where 
they have them - year 
round. We work with 
communities who are 
challenged by having no 
ready access to clean 
drinking water, for exam¬ 
ple, or who are impacted 
by HIV/AIDS. We offer 


support throughout the 
year, although Christmas 
is a special time to help a 
child. I am optimistic that 
the communities in 
Bridgend will rise to the 
occasion this year, too,” 
he added.

Why proud dad Alun is 
planning a sponsored 
sky dive from 12,000ft 


DAD Alun Williams, whose daughter 
was born severely handicapped, is 
carrying out a sponsored sky dive to 
raise funds for the Y Bont centre at 
Bridgend, which helps to care for her. 

Alun, who lives in St Athan with his wife Vikki, 
told The GEM: “Last October, our daughter Elis 
was bom with a genetic anomaly called CHARGE 
syndrome and is severely handicapped. 

“CHARGE affects one in 10,000 births, so luck¬ 
ily only a few children will be born with this con¬ 
dition each year. 

“Each letter of CHARGE stands for a group of 
disabling conditions and is caused by a genetic 
mutation during pregnancy. 

“Thankfully, CHARGE is rare in the community 
- but as a result, little is known about it outside 
specialist medicine. Treatment requires multiple 
interventions in hospital and from a variety of 
other professionals. 

“Families with disabled children need support to 
help with the daily tasks associated with caring for 
their family. We have been very fortunate in 
obtaining a place for Elis in the Y Bont special 
nursery at Bridgend, as there are no similar facili¬ 
ties in the Vale. 

“Y Bont is a purpose-built family centre in 
Bridgend. It is a unique service that aims to pro¬ 
vide care and support to children with a disability. 
This is achieved thorough high quality play, sup¬ 
port and medical services 

“The original remit of the centre has extended 
beyond day care facilities and now offers holiday 
play schemes, an after-school club and a Saturday 
club for children with Autism. 

“Y Bont relies heavily on volunteers to continue 
its good work and has a team of very good com¬ 
mitted volunteers who contribute their time freely 
week to week. Y Bont is a registered charity and is 
extremely grateful for any kind donations or help 
in fundraising. 

“We have been so grateful to have this opportu¬ 
nity for Elis to use the facilities of Y Bont to aid 
her development. This facility also helps by pro¬ 
viding a breathing space to carry out our daily 
activities, as well as looking after our two other 
children,” he added. 

Alun’s skydive is planned to take place on 
September 20, and will involve jumping from a 
plane at 12,000 feet strapped to an instructor, 
freefalling for 7,000 feet and then landing by para-

chute from 5,000 feet (“hopefully”). 

“The target is to raise £1,000 and we are some 
way to achieving this, but would welcome any 
additional support towards achieving this target,” 
Alun said.

Miriam’s actions to apprehend the 
criminals resulted in personal injury, 
but her persistent courage meant both 
individuals were arrested, convicted 
and later imprisoned. 

Chief Constable Barbara Wilding 
said: “This will be my last awards cer¬ 
emony as Chief Constable of South 
Wales Police, and it is truly encourag¬ 
ing to know that I am leaving the peo¬ 
ple of south Wales in the safe hands 
of so many dedicated police officers 
and staff.”

ON August 27, the 
Armed Forces minister, 
Bill Rammell MP, trav¬ 
elled from London to 
Trinity Church in 
Porthcawl to meet local 
veterans, their families 
and veterans’ organisa¬ 
tions. 

He was introduced by 
Madeleine Moon MP to the 
packed church hall of more 
than 60 veterans, stating that he 
had strong links with south 
Wales from his time at Cardiff 
University. 

Mr Rammell began by 
thanking all the veterans for 


their sacrifices, hard work and 
commitment to our country, 
commenting that there are 4.5 
million in Britain, and that one 
in six of the population was a 
veteran. 

He said that a command 
paper was currently examining 
the needs encountered by the 
transition from the Services, to 
offer support and recognition 
for veterans. 

There was cross government 
effort to improve access for 
veterans to health, jobs and 
public sector housing and with 
free access to further education. 

The Minister also stated that 
compensation payouts had been 
increased for those injured in 


armed conflict to £570,000 and 
that the issue of mental health 
when leaving the military 
would be prioritised. 

On Afghanistan, he stated 
that the last few months had 
been “very challenging” and 
British troops have taken a 
heavy toll. 

He said that, “People are 
always asking why we are there 
and what it is about. We must 
remember back to 2001 when 
the Taliban were in control and 
terrorists were being trained in 
Afghanistan.” 

The Minister reminded the 
audience that we were fighting 
those who opposed our values 
and that the Taliban and A1 


Qaeda have attacked military 
and civilian targets, including 
executing teachers who taught 
girls in their schools. 

Mrs Moon, MP for 
Bridgend, commented: “I am 
grateful that the Minister found 
time in his busy schedule to 
come to Bridgend to talk to our 
veterans. 

“Since joining the Defence 
Select Committee I have talked 
to Bill many times and always 
found him open and frank 
about the difficulties we are 
facing and the solutions being 
implemented.”

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DYLAN THOMAS’ CHARABANC TRIP - 
SWANSEA TO PORTHCAWL 1958 STYLE!

F OR their annual summer outing this 
year, the Dylan Thomas Society of 
Great Britain, based in Swansea 
(where else? Dylan was bom there!), decid¬ 
ed to replicate the events of the Welsh 
poet’s hilarious short story called ‘A 
Story’. 

For anyone not familiar with Dylan’s works, ‘The 
Story’ was first published in 1953 and relates how a 
group of men and one boy embark on a charabanc 
trip with the intention of travelling from Swansea to 
Porthcawl and back. 

Alas, they never made it to Porthcawl, as they 
consistently broke their journey by calling at various 
public houses on route. Incidentally, the boy was 
taken on the outing under sufferance and was never 
allowed inside any of the pubs! 

The society was not able to muster up an actual 
charabanc for the outing, but thanks to the good 
services of the South Wales Transport Preservation 
Group, suitable transportation was made available 
for the big day. 

The express coach provided by this organisation 
was built in 1958 and belonged to the Red & White 
Services fleet,which had bases at both Chepstow 
and Cheltenham. 

From these locations, the coach would have oper¬ 
ated in the south-east Wales area, the Forest of Dean 
and Herefordshire, as well as providing an express 
service between south Wales and London Victoria 
Coach Station. 

Built on a Bristol chassis with a Gardner engine, 
coach registration number SWO 986 was capable of 
a sustained top speed of about 50 mph. 

It is the only survivor of 29 similar vehicles and 
of the Red & White organisation, which was taken 
over and passed into history when it was amalgamat¬ 
ed into another company in 1978. 

Nevertheless, this coach, still sporting its original 
Red & White Services fleet colours and logo, was a 
magnificent sight as it transported the members of 
the Dylan Thomas Society on their charabanc trip to 
Porthcawl. 

Starting with a pick-up of members at Mumbles, 
the ‘charabanc’ went on to collect the ‘posh’ contin¬ 
gent at Sketty and the remainder of the Dylan 
Thomas party at St James Church in Uplands, not 
far from the poet’s birthplace in Cwmdonkin, before 
continuing with its journey. 

Where possible, the coach followed the old A48 
route that Dylan’s charabanc in ‘The Story’ would 
have taken in its abortive effort to reach Porthcawl. 

On this occasion, there was no stopping at public 
houses along the way and the coach arrived safe and 
sound and on time at its destination, the Seabank 
Hotel, Porthcawl. 

Here it was given a civic reception by Coun Mary 
Emment-Lewis, the deputy mayor of Porthcawl, 
accompanied by her consort Robert Lewis and the 
president of Porthcawl & District Chamber of 
Commerce and Trade, Lord Kenfig, Lindsay 
Morgan. 

Following the group photograph of the contingent 
and coach outside the Seabank Hotel to record the 
event for posterity, the civic group, as honoured 
guests, joined the members of the Dylan Thomas 
Society to a sumptuous luncheon befitting the occa¬ 
sion in the hotel. 

On behalf of Porthcawl Town Council, the deputy 
mayor, Coun Mary Emment-Lewis, gave a warm 
welcome to John Rhys Thomas, chairman of the 
Dylan Thomas Society of Great Britain, and to the 
members of the visiting charabanc party. 

She emphasised the delights that Porthcawl had to 
offer, especially the weather, which was exceptional¬ 
ly kind on this occasion, and hoped that the Dylan 
Thomas Society would consider making their chara¬ 
banc trip an annual event. 

John Rhys Thomas acknowledged the welcome

and began the after-lunch 
entertainment by introducing Mrs Eleanor McLeod, 
who gave a very interesting talk on fashions in the 
1940s. 

The members of the society had been encouraged 
to enter the spirit of the occasion and dress up in 
period costumes for the trip. 

Following the talk, the deputy mayor was asked to 
judge the costume designs that had been created for 
the occasion. A difficult task, with the prize of a bot¬ 
tle of wine eventually being shared after three tie 
breakers. 

Once the excitement had settled down, Ken 
Thomas held the audience spellbound while he read 
with gusto through Dylan Thomas’ work - ‘The 
Story’ or as it is commonly known, ‘The Outing’. 
With no time to relax, the audience was thrown into 
community singing, led by Melissa Moore and Tom 
McLeod, accompanied by Ann Nicholas on the elec¬ 
tronic keyboard. 

This was followed by a heart-rending version of 
‘Lili Marlene’ sung in succession by four different 
Lilis - Dreena Morgan-Harvey, Pam Hopkins, 
Kathryn Craner and Menna Trussler. 

Not to be outdone, Norma Thomas and Melissa 
Moore concluded the afternoon’s entert a inment with 
respective tear-jerking versions of Vera Lynn’s 
‘We’ll meet again’ and ‘There’ll be Bluebirds over 
the White Cliffs of Dover’. 

In wishing the Dylan Thomas Society members a 
‘bon voyage’ home to Swansea in their ‘charabanc’, 
Lord Kenfig said how much he had enjoyed the 
occasion and thanked the management and staff at 
the Seabank Hotel for “pulling out all the stops to 
make it the success that it had been”. 

He also endorsed what the deputy mayor had said 
in hoping that the charabanc trip to Porthcawl would 
become an annual event.

However, for this 
show she and Charlie 
will be singing clas¬ 
sics by Joni Mitchell, 
Buffalo Springfield 
and Crosby Stills, 
Nash and Young. 

The Knights Arms 
reunions have 
brought back many 
memories for Ken 
and he revealed: 

“I was recently 
approached by a for¬ 
mer policemen who 
claimed that he had 
been an undercover 
officer in the 1970s. 

“He said that he 
always enjoyed the 
Knights Arms juke 
box, and said that he 


was disappointed not 
to get an invite! 

“So this year, I 
have decided to put 
on a special table for 
the boys in blue - but 
they will have to pay 
for their tickets!” 

Ken added that 
there was a sad side 
to the reunion. 

He said: 

“We have been 
unlucky to lose some 
old rockers from 
those days to the 
dreaded reaper, 
including my brother 
Ray, Dai Viking, and 
Robert Evans. 

“Watch out lads, 
they want one more 
for a game of cards.” 

Ken thinks that 
this could be the last 
reunion, so he wants 
to go out with a bang. 

He appealed: “If 
any of you have lost 
mates or loved ones, 
send or bring along a 
post card with the 
details. 

“Then, when we 
finish the night with 
our anthem, the 17- 
minute version of 
‘Freebird’ by Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, we can join 
together and raise the 
roof off!” 

Ken concluded 
with a quote inspired 
by that epic rock 
classic: 

“For I must be 
traveling on now, 
Nothing will ever be 
the same.”

Merchant 
Navy branch 
highlights 
convoy article 

THE Merchant Navy Association (Barry 
branch) has contacted The GEM to thank 
us for publishing Dr Jonathan Hicks’ arti¬ 
cle about the Convoys of World War Two 
last week. 

The young sailor in Dr Hicks’ story, Peter Bayon, 
now 82, lives in Cowbridge. The ‘Gripfast’, his ship, 
was a small collier, just over 1,000 tons. 

She left Barry, with coal, on July 7, 1942, in the 
eastbound coastal convoy WP-183, escorted by the 
destroyer Brocklesby. 

It was in Lyme Bay between Dartmouth and 
Portland when the 2nd S-Flotilla with seven E-boats 
attacked shortly after midnight on July 9, 1942. 

Four ships were sunk in that attack but, as Peter 
says, it was a bomber which sank ‘Gripfast’ some 
hours later. 

Dr Hicks chose a year that will live in the memo¬ 
ry of all who took part in the Battle of the Atlantic. 

In that one year alone, 1,107 Merchant ships were 
lost in - that is three ships lost on every single day in 
1942! 

With an average of at least 40 men in a crew it 
means that, in one year, 50,000 seamen were on a 
ship that was sunk. 

These facts help us to understand how Barry came 
to lose a greater proportion of its seamen than any 
other port and how Mrs. Stiff, of 75 Thompson 
Street, could lose three sons - 16, 19 and 21, in the 
space of 16 months. 

Winston Churchill certainly understood: “The 
only thing that really frightened me during the World 
War Two was the U-boat peril. The Battle of the 
Atlantic was the dominating factor all through the 
war Never for one moment could we forget that 
everything happening elsewhere, on land at sea or in 
the air depended on its outcome. ” 

In times past, the Lutine Bell at Lloyds was rung 
whenever a ship was overdue. In 1942, the bell 
would have been ringing day and night. 

People often ask: “Which service suffered the 
greatest proportion of casualties in the last world 
war?” 

Most people would say. the Royal Air Force; 
either ‘The Few’- or possibly Bomber Command? 
They would be wrong! 

One service lost one man in three of all who took 
part. There were 24,000 deaths inflicted on those 
serving in the Merchant Navy and most were on the 
Atlantic convoys. Those men kept Britain fed and 
ensured our survival. 

It was not a competition, of course; thousands of 
men were lost in the air, on land and at sea and thou¬ 
sands of families were bereaved. 

We can sometimes show our respect as we watch 
the young soldiers, naval sailors and airmen as they 
march past and some relief can be found if there is a 
white cross where a flower can be laid. 

For Mrs Stiff, and thousands of British mothers, 
there was nowhere she could mourn or lay a flower.

It was the future of 
the Meals on Wheels 
service which pro¬ 
voked a row between 
the ruling Rainbow 
Alliance administra¬ 
tion and Labour, prior 
to the 2008 elections, 
which accused it of 
trying to scrap the 
service. 

The issue was a hot 
topic during the elec¬ 
tion which saw Labour 
sweep back into 
power, winning back a 
number of the seats it 
had lost at the previous 
elections. 

A £100,000 saving

Any attempt by 
Labour to now scrap 
or reduce the service 
to save money is sure 
to provoke another 
mega row in council. 

However, at the 
moment, Adult Social 
Care is heading for a

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DISTRICT 9 IS DEFINITELY 
WORTH TAKING TIME TO VISIT 


T he use of 
alien life to 
mirror the 
travails of minori¬ 
ties is hardly an 
original concept; 
after all, Alien 
Nation (both film 
and TV series) was 
keen to emphasise 
the parallels 
between aliens that 
had come to live 
among us and aliens 
of the human kind. 

However, it didn’t take 
it to the extreme that new 
film, District 9, has, set¬ 
ting up a world where 
aliens who have come to 
Johannesburg are forced 
to live in slum-like con¬ 
ditions and treated like 
second, or even third, 
class citizens. 

When government 
agent Wikus (Sharlto 
Copley) is exposed to 
alien bio-technology with 
alarming side-effects, it 
causes changes that mean 
the stakes are raised not 
just for Wikus, but also 
for the aliens. 

Let’s face it, aliens 
that come to earth are 
seemingly only ever here 
to try and take us over, 
blow us to smithereens or 
to invade our bodies; so 
the set-up of District 9, 
w hi le not completely 


original, at least tries a 
different tack from the 
raft of other alien films 
that have popped up over 
the last 50 years. 

The differences are 
more than just those on 
the surface, as at its 
heart, District 9 goes far 
deeper than most, devel¬ 
oping into a film that 
pays as much mind to 
action and special effects 
as it does social com¬ 
mentary and relevance. 

Given the film’s set¬ 
ting of Johannesburg, 
there is more than a hint 
of subtext regarding 
apartheid and its effects. 

Showing faces of all 
colours complaining 
about the aliens living 
among them in a cor- 
doned-off area has a 
peculiar effect, with the 
issues once faced by 
black people in South 
Africa now being pro¬ 
jected onto another set of 
individuals. 

While the subtext is 
more than apparent, the 
film doesn’t push the par¬ 
allels in your face, letting 
them simmer slowly at 
the back of your mind as 
you become enthralled in 
what is going on. 

Beginning with 
footage of government 
agents in action dealing 
with the aliens, we meet 
Wikus, the key protago¬ 
nist within the story. 


It is a role wonderfully 
played by Shalto Copley, 
a man who has never 
acted before, yet who 
carries the weight of the 
film on his shoulders 
with little trouble at all. 

Copley’s inexperience 
pays huge dividends, as it 
helps sell the ‘reality’ of 
the film. It is a perform¬ 
ance that is thoroughly 
immersive, as he goes 
from being a single- 
minded official doing 
what he has been told is 
the best thing, to being 
on the outside looking in, 
capturing the essence of 
a man caught up in 
extraordinary circum¬ 
stances. 

By telling the story 
through the eyes of 
Wikus, story strands are 
revealed almost at the 
same time he learns 
about them, a ploy that 
pays off in spades by 
maintaining the tension 
and drama of the film. 

Coming from the brain 
of Neill Blomkamp (who 
directed the Citroen com¬ 
mercial with the dancing 
car) it is a film that is 
indelibly visual yet with 
narrative weight. 

On both directing (this 
is his feature film debut) 
and scripting duties, 
along with Terri Tatchell, 
Blomkamp delivers both 
a socially conscious film 
and action blockbuster

wrapped in one satisfying 
whole. 

W hi le the opening 20 
minutes or so are a touch 
slow, with the focus 
mainly on how the aliens 
have moved into their 
present homes, and the 
human-like activities 
they have become 
embroiled in, once it 
kicks into gear it doesn’t 
let up. 

Using a mix of docu¬ 
mentary-style footage, 
close-ups, hand-held 
camera shots and faux- 
news clips, Blomkamp 
sets up the story with 
skill and dedication, 
while his direction is 
exceptionally good. 

Highlighting why he 
was first choice to helm 
videogame adaptation 
Halo, Blomkamp invests 
a keen eye for visceral 
action, but also shoots 
with a large degree of 
flair and originality; his 
lust for gore, meanwhile, 
is no doubt one of the 
many reasons he has 
received the patronage of 
Lord of the Rings director 
Peter Jackson (who pro¬ 
duces here). 

The film also deserves 
praise for its superbly 
subtle use of computer 
effects; from the alien 
spaceship that has hov¬ 
ered over the South 
African capital for more 
than 20 years, to the 
aliens themselves, the 
effects enrich and add to 
the story. 

The sympathy you 
will feel for the alien 
known as ‘Christopher 
Johnson’ and his young 
son is a remarkable 
achievement, conveying 
so much through the use 
of effects. 

There are issues to be 
had; the cutting from 
fake ‘documentary’ to 
normal jars ever so 
slightly, while Copley 
aside, the performances 
should come with a tin of 
Ronseal. 

However, District 9 is 
a film that is nothing 
short of magnificent, 
with a conclusion that 
tugs ever so slightly at 
the heart, and heralds 
Neill Blomkamp as a 
director to watch. 

VERDICT - 
Engrossingly enjoyable, 
District 9 is a wonderful 
mix of brains and 
brawn, with added res¬ 
onance given its loca¬ 
tion and story. 

A superb lead turn 
from Shalto Copley and 
excellent direction from 
Neill Blomkamp make 
this more than just a 
sci-fi blockbuster - 
there is a deep intelli¬ 
gence lying within. 
Highly recommended.

There are some basic pieces of advice peo¬ 
ple should follow to avoid injury in the home. 

Don’t try and install heating systems - 
unless you are a properly qualified installer. 
Make contact with a professional heating 
engineer or expert who can give you the right 
advice for your home. 

Even if you are buying a new house it is 
advisable to make sure the system is checked 
out before you start using it. 

There are a number of heating systems that 
people use and, if you follow the tips provid¬ 
ed, it should keep the people in your house 
safe and warm through the winter. 

Solid fuel heating system uses wood or coal. 

If you are installing a unit don’t choose a 
unit that is too large for your needs. 

Select one that is appropriate to the size of 
the floor space you want to heat. 

The unit should be properly positioned 
according to the manufacturer’s specifications 
for correct clearance. 

Make sure it is installed close to a chimney. 

With electric heating you should bear in 
mind: 

Curtains should not hang over an electric 
heater. 

Electric portable heaters are designed to be 
used to supplement your main heating source. 
They are intended for smaller floor spaces. 

Units must be properly maintained. 

Frayed cords and loose plugs can cause 
fires so get a professional to attend to them. 

Never use extension cords to run electric 
heaters or any major appliance. 

Liquid fuel - oil-fired space heaters pose 
certain hazards which can be avoided. 

Fuel must be stored in an approved con¬ 
tainer/tank. 

Regular servicing by a qualified technician 
is necessary for the efficient and safe opera¬ 
tion of your equipment. 

Ventilation systems for oil-fuelled units

must be inspected frequently. 

With gas fuelled systems the vents must be 
checked frequently to prevent blockage. 

Portable gas heaters should never be 
installed in poorly ventilated areas. 

Deadly carbon monoxide gases may build 
up in such areas. 

A supply of fresh air is essential when oper¬ 
ating a gas-fired unit. 

Here are some tips that should keep you 
safe: 

• Keep all heaters a safe distance from 
combustibles. 

• Never hang clothing on, or near the 
heater to dry. 

• Never place wet wood on top of a wood 
stove to dry. 

•Keep your wood stored under cover in a 
dry, vented area. 

• Second-hand appliances should be 
checked by a qualified person before use. 

• Develop an emergency escape plan for 
your family, and practise it regularly. 

• In case of fire, get out and stay out! 

Keeping your house comfortable and cozy 

particularly during the winter months is 
important in any household. 

Energy bills are one of the biggest expens¬ 
es! 

Insulating your walls and your loft will 
reap the biggest energy saving benefits over¬ 
all, as this is where around half of your heat is 
lost. 

There are also some simple money savers 
you should get started with. 

Place foil along the back of a radiator 
-This reflects the heat away from the wall 
and instead back into the room rather than 
out of the house, so the heat stays where you 
want it to. 

Draft excluders - you can purchase these 
inexpensively from a DIY shop. 

Fit an insulating jacket on your boiler -

this helps to prevent heat escaping at the 
source of its generation, and instead reach the 
rest of your house as it should do. 

A total 20 million households in Great 
Britain use gas to heat their homes, cook their 
food and provide hot water, and you should 
have your system checked once a year. 

It is an idea to install an audible carbon 
monoxide alarm which warns of unsafe gas. 
They cost just £20 from DIY stores. 

With the recent upsurge in demand for 
wood burning and multi-fuel stoves it is 
important to remember that regular mainte¬ 
nance is the key to safety and efficiency of the 
appliance. 

Stoves and open-fires need to be swept 
before the heating season and inspected for 
any blockages along with the integrity of the 
chimney. 

At the end of the heating season the chim¬ 
ney needs to be swept to remove soot and tar 
deposits, prolonging the life of the flue. 

Regular maintenance of appliances has 
been proven not only to reduce the risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning but also to ensure 
fuel efficiency hence reduction in fuel costs. 

All maintenance works need to be carried 
out by either a registered sweep or a HETAS 
registered engineer. 

Now is the time to make preparations to 
make sure your house is ready for winter. 

• Make sure you are stocked up on logs for 
your wood burning stove. 

• Make sure your chimney has had a good 
clean. 

• Contact your coal suppliers to book a 
regular delivery. 

• Make sure your boiler is checked out for 
the winter months ahead.

five mood: “If you 
exercise regularly, you 
will benefit from the 
feel-good factor that 
you get afterwards.
